Before 
the change the deaths numbered, on 
the average, 69.4 per 100,000; since, 
they have fallen to 19.8. A bulletin of 
the New York State Department ol 
Health In 1908 showed, In ten cities, 
a reduction of over fifty-three per 
cent. In the typhoid death-rate after 
the Introduction of a pure water-sup 
ply.—Youth's Companion.

Naturally Sweet Tea of Western 
China—Value of Tea Dust.

Tea, not from the leaves, but from 
the flowers alone of the plant. Is 
rarely encountered In commerce. 
The petals, stamens. &c.( are sun 
dried, and the resulting tea Is of a 
rich, deep brown hue peculiarly deli­
cate odor, and gives a pale amber 
colored infusion rather more astring­
ent In taste than that from the aver­
age fair grade leaf. The taste for It 
is an acquired one, and even if this 
tea could be made commercially pos­
sible, It is doubtful If It would ever 
become popular.

The American tea trade could ad­
vantageously take a suggestion from 
the brick tea of the Far East.. In 
our country, the tea dust, some of 
which is of good quality, is not prop­
erly utilized. In Europe It Is a regu­
lar article of trade, and It Is adver­
tized and sold as tea dust In 
America It Is sold to thousands of 
cheap restaurants, who make from 
It the mixture of tannic acid, sugar 
and boiled milk which they sell as 
"tea.” If, as In the Orient, this dust 
were compressed Into bricks, good 
tea could be made from it, and tbe 
product would find a ready market 
through the multitude of uses for 
which It is adapted. A beginning 
In this direction has been made by 
the Pinehurst tea estate In South 
Carolina, and In Europe similar ad­
vances have been Inaugurated

The virgin tea (biepjoki-chl), so 
called from Its use at Chinese wed­
dings. Is the sun dried leaf intact, 
tied up with these strands of colored 
silk. After infusion, these fagotlike 
little bundles are pickled In vinegar 
and used as salad. This tea is sold 
In especially handsome silk covered 
and glass topped boxes. The rarest 
of all teas, and one that has never 
been known to reach this country, is 
a natural sweet tea, produced in 
western China on a very limited 
scale. Its culture is centuries old. 
and the secret has been jealously 
guarded from generation to genera 
tlon. The saccharlnlty is probel 1) 
due to grafting and years of patlem 
study and care, such as only the 
small Chinese tea farmer is capable 
of bestowing.-—Scientific American.

Portable Chute.
Improved methods of saviag time 

and lal»or in loading and delivering 
merchandise are continually belnty 
devised The old-fashioned ntethod 
of swinging boxes, fte., out of the 
upper stories of warehouses on rope 
and tackle Is being discarded and

Portable Loading Chute.
loading chutes substituted. One of 
the most useful loading chutes now 
In use is shown here It Is so con­
structed that It can be used for de­
livering packages from various 
height^ an then folden and stored 
away In un ordinary delivery wagon 
or truck under the driver's seat. The 
ehute or tube Is formed of a flexible 
fabric and reinforced by an open 
mesh of rope. At each end Is a 
metallic hand The chute Is con­
structed of a number of settings, 
connected by joining devices, so 
that It can be used on buildings of 
varying heights. One end of the 
:hute Is fastened to an upper story 
uf the warehouse from which the 
goods are delivered and the lower 
end attached to the framework of the 
truck Though primarily Intended
foi delivering and loading parcels 
and packages, such as sacks of flour, 
grain, In case of aoierBency It
can be employed as a fire-escape

WAGES ON RUSSIAN FARMS.

“THE TWO VOICES.’

This Is a sermon without a specific 
text, for the theme Is "Temptation" 
and the texts are innu nerahle, rang 
Ing all the way from the Garden of 
Udeo to the Isle called Patmos, from 
Alpha to Omega of human history and 
experience. From the dawn of the 
first conscious sin In childhood to the 
sundown of life two voices are sound­
ing Incessantly in the ear of every in 
dividual, the voice of Satan summon­
ing men upward to righteouanees. The 
better we become the firmer grow 
our temptations, for the higher we 
are lifted the stronger does the force 
of moral gravitation become, it Is 
no temptation for the drunkard to 
take another drink as It Is for the 
man who is fighting free of his pas 
slon for alcohol. When we think ol 
the white purity of Jesus' life making 
Us way through the dark and crooked 
avenues of earth, unstooplng and uu 
stained, we are aghast at the force of 
the temptations that must have beset 
Him, fiercest as we learn from the 
account of His early temptations in 
our gospel In the spiritual range of 
His absolute trust In God, His con­
sciousness of Measlahship.

Generally speaking, there are three 
ranges of a man's life when he is 
continually engaged In this relentless 
battle for his soul between the forces 
of sin and of salvation, namely, the 
physical, the social and the spiritual.

It is curiously suggestive that the 
earliest temptation mentioned in the 
Bible, which wrought the downfall of 
our first parents, should have been 
concerned with the appetite, which 
since that day has constituted one of 
man's chief battle grounds. The sen­
sual and the spiritual are forever an­
tagonistic. and only as the former Is 
disciplined and denied, only as we 
strive, with Paul, to keep the body 
under, will our bodies he fit temples 
for the Holy Ghost to Inhabit. Many 
of the characters in the Bible narra­
tive we know were Immersed In this 
conflict Noah, David, Daniel, St. 
Paul and our Lord Himself, hearing 
ou the one hand the voice crying 
"gratify" and on the other a voice 
that said "forbear." It was when He 
was physically exhausted. His bodily 
strength at lowest ebb, that the devil 
tempted Jesus to turn a stone Into 
bread and gratify His desire for crea­
ture comfort at the expense of His 
obedience of God. To Indulge when 
we ought to deny our bodily cravings 
to overindulge in any sphere. Is to in­
fringe the laws of Nature, and that Is 
tantamount to breaking the law of 
God.

No desire Is stronger in the breast 
of the average man than the yearning 
for popularity, for the favorable opin­
ions of other men; and heme no sum 
moils of God is harder to obey than 
Hie command to brave and to con 
deuin the popular will when it Is an 
tagonlstlc to God's will. Trai e through 
history the pathways of the great re­
formers and you will find them as 
lonely voices of God crying out for 
Him In the wilderness of the many 
voices of men. The multitude which 
at first shout for the crowning of the 
prophet, who thev hope has come as 
a deliverer from this world's tyranny, 
sre a unit in shouting for his ernel 
fix ion when they discern at last the 
spiritual Import of his message.

What Is the message for us who are 
not prophets or reformers on the 
mountain peaks of history? It is. 
"having done all to stand." Wo. too. 
are reformers tn our lesser spheres of 
life, down In the valley of the com­
monplace, where we dwell. In our 
school, In our business. In our club 
In our home, we must stand for God 
and resist the tendency to build loose 
ly on the old and sure foundations

In the physical realm we must obey 
the voice that bids "forbear." In the 
social realm the voice “withstand." 
In the spiritual realut we must obey 
the voice that bids "believe " The 
skeptics have always been divided 
Into two schools, represented In 
Greece by the Epicureans mid the 
Stoics The former hold that life Is 
short and death Its end. hence life 
must he enjoyed to the full with the 
jug of wine, the loaf of bread and the 
woman's song The latter hold that 
life Is short and death its end for 
aught we know, hence we must make 
the most of the brief time we have 
for progress, never wincing or crying 
aloud In “the fell clutch of circum­
stance." Mathew Arnold, the modern 
poet of this school, saw men fighting 
on a confused plain, "where Ignorant 
armies clash by night."

But for us t'hrlst has arisen. Paul, 
His prophet, tells of another warfare, 
of light with darkness, of knowledge 
with Ignorance; he saw death "swal 
lowed up tn victory." for them who 
know through faith in Jesus that 
doath Is but an incident of the 
life eternal. Many a man has lost Ills 
faith by listening only to the persua 
slve voice of doubt, not heeding or 
seeing the full significance of that 
voice of peerless affirmation, "I am 
the resurrection and the life."

In our ears today, every day, those 
voices of temptation and of triumph 
are sounding with ceaseless Iteration. 

I We speak of moments that are big 
| with destiny. Every moment of our 
llvsa Is lluksd with destiny.

Agricultural Laborer Receives Only
$32 a Year and Subsistence.

The extreme poverty and the low 
standaru ot living of peasants from 
wnom the agricultural laborers are 
recruited assure a low level of wages 
for agricultural labor. The average 
wages will appear almost incredibly 
low from an American point of view, 
notwithstanding the general com­
plaints of the estate holders concern­
ing the unreasonable demands of the 
laborers.

According to an otildal investiga­
tion, embracing the decade of 1882- 
189! the average annual wages for a 
male agricultural worker in Russia 
wc|,. less limn $32 and for a female 
worker less than $18. To this must 
bo added the cost of subsistence, 
which is equally low, being on an 
average cost of employing a laborer 
for the entire year is equal to only 
$5 foi the male and $4u for the fe 
male.

The wages for the summer season 
of five months are almost equal to the 
annual wages, being $22 for the male 
anil $13 for the female laborer.
